Mrs. Grady with her son and daugh- 
ter were in waiting in the governor's 
room with the members of the Grady 
monument committee. 


Tlie Procession Mures. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock Governor Hill 


was escorted to a carriage drawn by four 
white horses which stood at the foot of 
the cnpitol steps. He was accompanied 
ay Governor Northen, Mr. Northen and 
Dlark Howell. who 
succeeded Henry 


Grady as managing editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution, Mrs. Grady and her chil- 
dren were escorted to another carriage 
and the distinguished visitors from New 
York were distributed with members of 
the monument committee in the carriages 
following.

fffae City of Conttmtlnople Practically 


Captured t>y Russia. 


NEW YORK, Oct. SI.—The following tel- 


egram, which, it goes without saying, 
will not be generally credited until con- 
firmed by subsequent advices, was re- 
ceived in this city from London: 


"Russia has practically captured Con- 


stantinople by the greatest coup de mam 
of the century. On Monday night a large 
fleet of barges and vessels appeared on the 
Turkish coast of the Black sea, near 
Derkos, a town about seventy 
miles 


northwest of Constantinople, and landed 
12,000 Cossacks and 22,000 infantry. 


Railways Seized. 


"They seized the railroad along the 


coast from Constantinople to Iniada, im- 
mediately crossed the coast range and 
seized another railway from Constantino- 
ple to Sophia, at the town of Tchatil- 
debo, about sixty miles west of Constan- 
tinople. This commands the two roads 
to Constantinople and gives the Russians 
control of the narrow wedge between the 
Black sea and the Sea of Marmora. At 
the point of this wedge lies Constanti- 
nople. 
This movement flanks all the de- 


fenses of Constantinople except 
those 


aronnd the city and renders help from the 
sea practically useless."

Where There Were None. 


It is not alone in the booming west that 


towns spring up in a night, and grow to be 
cities In a summer. 
Within 25 or SO miles 


of Decatar a crossroads with one bouse and 
a church has developed Into a city of 300 to 
300 people in the last three months. Find- 
lay Is the town. It is In Moultrie county, 
10 miles southeast of Bethany, on the new 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad. The 
trains are not yet running on the road, but 
the town Is built. For years there has 
been one store and a little dburch where 
Flndlay now stands. The tiro buildings 
have had the name all this time, but have 
hardly been called a town. When work on 
the new road began last spring it was seen 
that Findlay was going to be a place of 
considerable Importance and it began to 
grow. 


Nearly all the lumber was hauled into 


the place on wagons. There has been the 
greatest rush there all summer. 
Any man 


who could handle a saw or a hammer, no 
matter bow badly, has commanded the 
wages of a firatclass mechanic. 
Now the 


town has six or seven stores, a big elevator, 
and about 100 houses. It is a very new 
looking town. Less than half of it has 
been painted. Bright new roofs and bare 
weatberboarding is seen on every hand. 
Some houses have fences around them, but 
they are rare. Host of the houses are sur- 
rounded still by the prairie sod, with no 
more ornamentation than the cow tracks 
left by the retiring steer, who held undis- 
puted possession till last summer. 


Still the sound of the hammer is heard 


from early In the morning till late at night, 
Monday a street will be laid out and foun- 
dations put down for half a dczen houses. 
By Saturday night the bouses will be done 
and people living in most of them. A gen- 
tleman In Decatur yesterday visited Flndlay 
the day before. 
When he drove into town 


the frames of tbre houses had just gone up 
on one street. [When he left in the after- 
noon the frames of four more bad gone up. 


The people all seem to tie busy. The 


new road will make a grain shipping point 
of some Importance. That will make trade 
and the trade will create a demand for 
other industries. It is not expected that 
the town will get much larger than it is now.
